It is a long way home from a 
foxhole, but Sgt. J oseph Poremba, 
of Andover, USA has made the 
journey, bearing what may be the 
permanent scars of his last en- 
counter with the enemy. 

Sgt. Poremba, 39, was wounded 
by a grenade blast last November 
as he fought with Ist Cavalry 
Division troops in the Central 
Highlands district of South Viet- 
nam, 

Now he is home to stay and ex= 
pects to finish out the balance of 
a 20 year hitch (ending next fall) 
teaching younger, less experienced 
men about what they can do to 
survive in a steaming, infested 
jungle, 

From the veteran soldier’s 
description of military lifein Viet= 
nam, it is obvious that the G.I. 
fights just as continual a battle 
with the elements as he does with 
the Viet Cong, It takes perpetual 
effort to keep comfortable in a 
climate where 100 degree tem= 
peratures are the norm and the 
moisture-laden air spreads mil- 
dew like the plague, At night, says 
Poremba, the soldier goes to sleep 
in his foxhole covered witha heavy 
nylon blanket which keeps him 
warm by repelling the settling 
“‘dew,”* 

The men keep on the move, 
making rare returns to the base 
camp for a change of clothes and 
diet, Most meals they dine on sea 

rations, and go thirty, In acountry 
where it can rain every five or 
ten minutes in the monsoon sea= 
son and where the air is per- 
petually heavy with humidity, cool, 
potable water is not easy to come 
by and what the soldier usually 
gets is so badly chlorinated that 
many have taken to killing the 
taste with that children’s favorite,

The sergeant says the war in 
Vietnam is strictly apolitical war, 
and totally unlike any he has been 
in or associated with, He fought 
with U, S, forces in Korea and 
stayed on for the occupation, In 
addition, he was with occupation 
forces in both Europe and Japan 
following World War II. 

In Korea, he says, you had a, 
front and a pretty clear idea of 
where your enemy was, In Viet- 
nam ‘‘the enemy may work for you’ 
all day and take pot shots at you 
all night,’* says Poremba, This 
is in spite of constant screening 
to prevent infiltration, 

Sgt. Poremba has very clear 
notions about how the war will 
end. He is convinced that the Viet 
Cong cannot continue to swallow 
their losses and that victory is 
certain for the South Vietnamese 
and American troops, But he is 
equally certain that it will be an 
uneasy peace, ‘If wehave atruce,”” 
he said, ‘‘it will be a stalemate 
like Korea. Someone will have to 
stay for a long time.” 

Sgt. Poremba said he had so 
little direct contact with the South 
Vietnamese people that he has no 
clear picture of what they are like, 
He. does feel that they are too 
deeply religious to be automatical= 
ly swept toward the Communism 
that some critics of U, S. policy 
feel is inevitable, 

He knows that the Viet native 
wants a better life because he has 
seen numbers of them line up and 
stand for hours to wait for a bar 
of American soap or the distribu= 
tion of medical supplies, even a 
salt pill, 

From his understanding of the 
situation, Poremba says the South 
Vietnam people are instinctively 
suspicious of U. S, promises be= 
cause they remember how the 
French swept in and swept out, 
leaving little in the way of pro= 
gress behind. He feels what we 
are doing to help improve village 
living conditions has done more 
than anything to convince some 
that we do not intend to follow 
the French pattern, The Viet people 
are critical of the French colonial 
government because it filled most 
key jobs with French civil 
servants, educating few of their 
countrymen sufficiently to qualify 
them for self-government, 

Poremba said that in the high= 
lands, where he was stationed, he 
saw only one school, And he re= 
ports that the people are ill fed 
and the perpetual victims of nutri~ 
tional diseases, 

To further complicate the future 
for South Vietnam, he said that as 
it stands now, the hill people do 
not want to have anything to do with 
the Saigon government, It is all 
to remote from their independent 
sort of existence, 

The sergeant paid surprise 
visits to Sanborn and Jackson 
schools while here to thank 
children personally for the cards 
they sent him at Christmas time, 
He said he has never beenprouder 
than he was when the children at 
Jackson School stood at attention 
for his entry. 

Poremba is undertain of his own 
future, He is considering school, 
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Billerica 60-46, and in an earlier game (see photo) with 
Andover Tom Hopkins jumped for points in a close battle 
ended with a 57-55.

A major expansion at Boston’s 
Museum of Science to triple exhibit 
space and make possible accome 
modation of twice as many visitors 
as can now crowd in was announced 
yesterday by Museum President 
Mrs, Harold D, Hodgkinson, 

The addition, a long=planned 
west wing, will adjoin the existing 
central building and altogether will 
add 125,000 square feet to the 
present museum plant, 

The new space is badly needed 
for, according to Museum Director 
Bradford Washburn, the museum is 
regularly turning hundreds of 
visitors away at peak periods - 
weekends, school vacations, rainy 
days, and throughout the summer 
tourist months, 

, Washburn says the original 
master plan for the new museum, 
made in 1948, anticipated a half- 
million attendance when the entire 
plant was complete, Nearly that 
many people are visiting annually 
now in a scant third of the pro= 
jected space,

It is a disgrace that with the approach of every election 
newspaper editors must feel compelled to cry out for 
responsible citizens to step forward as candidates for 
public office. It is a disgrace because we avow such 
devotion to democracy, 

To one who is hit all year long with a steady barrage 
of ‘Why don’t they. . .’’ complaints it is a perpetual 
wonder — How is it that Andover can nurture so many 
critics of government and spawn so few people ready to 
try their hand at governing?

It can be that voters, dis- 
illusioned by the frequent disclosure of questionable be- 
havior on the part of some national and state political 
figures, are conditioned to looking for snakes in every 
clump of weeds. 

But whatever the reason, it should not deter the citizen 
who feels he has something to offer Andover. Let him be 
reminded that the grassroots DOERS of the world are 
always the unsung heroes.

A Suggestion 


We have a suggestion for the School Committee. 

Why not adopt a policy of releasing such school depart- 
ment items as the now-controversial junior high school 
evaluation report to members of the committee and the 
press simultaneously, thereby eliminating the need for 
further hassles over procedure? 

We can fully understand why at least some members of 
the board do not want to get their first word of major 
School Committee developments from the press, any more 
than they want such news to come their way via the 
citizen grapevine. It can lead to the sort of confusion and 
embarassment they experienced earlier in the year when 
they were hit with inquiries on the battery of Federal 
Educational Opportunities tests given here without ad- 
vance notice last fall. 

But we can see no reason why news on such items as 
the junior high evaluation (already long overdue) should 
be held past the date when it is delivered to the com- 
mittee. In this particular instance, it has only served to 
increase speculation about the content of the report, a 
study done last spring by a team of outside edueators: 
Both the committee and the press should have access not 
only to the principal’s summary but to the whole of the 
report 

The voting of a ‘‘simultaneous’’ policy would give the 
superintendent a clear directive, eliminating any concern 
he might have about protocol. 

It could easily include a clause to provide for a suspen- 
sion of the rule in any instance where the involving of 
personalities might make suppression advisable, 

This kind of policy would eliminate at least one area 


of conflict for a committee that spends too much time 
debating procedure,

Certain to be controversial is 
the article for a tax equalization 
study, envisioned as an updating 
of the re-assessment job done 
nearly ten years ago, 

Such a study has been recom- 
mended by the board of assessors 
and is considered necessary to 
correct inequities that have 
developed since the last re#as- 
sessing. 


It is believed the major dis- 
crepancies will show up in land 
values and officials point to recent 
transfers of downtown properties 
where saleprices have proved to be 
two and three times the assessed 
valuations, 

Questioned about the study, 
Manager Bowen said the purpose 
is to assure the equitable distri-
